The Sullivan County Delegations final meeting of the Budget took place at 
the County Recreation Hall at 1:30 p.m., April 30, 1977. 


There were thirteen (13) members present at the beginning of the Delegation 
meeting and three (3) other members arrived one-half hour later, with one 
member, Mr. Burrows, absent. 


A motion was made to approve last year’s minutes by G. Barrus and the 
motion was approved by the Delegation. 


The following appropriations for the operation of the County for the ensuing 
year were considered individually: 


George I. Wiggins moved for approval of $201,630.00 for the Commis- 
sioner’s Office Budget. The motion was seconded by Mr. LeBrun and the 
delegation so voted. 


Robert J. Brodeur moved for approval for the County Treasurer’s Office 
Budget in the amount of $1,422.00. The motion was seconded by Martha 
Frizzell and the delegation so voted. 


Donald LeBrun moved for approval of the County Attorney’s Office 
Budget in the amount of $14,075.00 and it was seconded by Martha Frizzell 
and the delegation so voted. 


Sim Gray moved for approval of the Registrar of Deeds’ Office in the 
amount of $48,942.50 and the motion was seconded by Jesse Scott and the 
delegation so voted. 


Jesse Scott moved that the amount of $20,155.00 be raised for the Registrar 
of Probate and the motion was seconded by Donald LeBrun and the dele- 
gation so voted. 


Rep. Lewko moved that the amount of $65,950.00 be raised for the Sher- 
iffs Department for the year and the motion was seconded by Rep. 
Brodeur and the delegation so voted. 


Rep. Frizzell moved that the amount of $1,625.00 be raised for the Medical 
Referee’s Dept. and the motion was seconded by Alton Desnoyer and the 
delegation so voted. 


Rep. Ingram moved that the amount of $10,460.00 be raised for the Court- 
house and the motion was seconded by Alton Desnoyer and the delegation 
so voted. 


Rep. Lewko moved that the amount of $5,370.00 be raised for the Records 
Building and the motion was seconded by Rep. Brodeur and the delegation 
so voted. 


Rep. Spaulding moved for approval of the amount of $27,550.00 for the 
Superior Court and the motion was seconded by Rep. Ingram and the 
delegation so voted. 
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Rep. Frizzell moved for approval of the Claremont Welfare Office Budget 
in the amount of $8,198.00 and the motion was seconded by Rep. Scott and 
the delegation so voted. 


Rep. Ingram moved for approval of the Clerk of Court’s Budget in the 
amount of $50,680.00 and the motion was seconded by Rep. Desnoyer and 
the delegation so voted. 


Rep. Wiggins moved for approval of the Public Welfare Budget in the 
amount of $186,000.00 and Rep. LeBrun seconded the motion. Commis- 
sioner Woodhull wanted the amount raised as the costs are running very 
high. The Finance Committee wants to look at the costs after six months. 
Following some discussion, the motion was voted by the delegation to raise 
the $186,000.00. 


Rep. Lucas moved for approval of the County Nursing Home Budget in the 
amount of $78,982.00 and it was seconded by Rep. Townsend and the 
delegation so voted. 


Rep. Spaulding moved for approval of the Dietary Budget in the amount 
of $257,600.00 and it was seconded by Rep. Desnoyer and the delegation so 
voted. 


Rep. Townsend moved for approval of the Nursing Care Budget in the 
amount of $649,679.00 and it was seconded by Rep. Lewko and the dele- 
gation so voted. 


Rep. Brodeur moved for approval of the Operation Plant Budget in the 
amount of $195,535.00 and the motion was seconded by Rep. LeBrun and 
the delegation so voted. 


Rep. Gray moved for approval of the Laundry & Linen Budget in the 
amount of $55,100.00 and the motion was seconded by Rep. Scott and the 
delegation so voted. 


Rep. LeBrun moved for approval of the Housekeeping Budget in the 
amount of $100,800.00 and the motion was seconded by Rep. Desnoyer 
and the delegation so voted. 


Rep. Desnoyer moved for approval of the Physician and Pharmacy Budget 
in the amount of $66,108.00 and it was seconded by Rep. Brodeur. Mr. 
Woodhull commented that the physician’s salary was not enough, but the 
Finance Committee pointed out that we had only nine (9) months’ salary to 
pay this year, and the delegation voted approval of the amount of 
$66, 108.00. 


Rep. Lucas moved for approval of the Special Services Budget in the 
amount of $32,913.00 and it was seconded by Rep. Townsend and the 
delegation so voted. 


Rep. D’Amante moved for approval of the Jail Budget in the amount of 
$77,805.00 and it was seconded by Rep. Brodeur and the delegation so 
voted. g 


Rep. Wiggins moved for approval of the County Farm Budget in the 
amount of $76,204.00 and it was seconded by Rep. Lewko and the delega- 
tion so voted. 


Rep. Wiggins moved for approval of the Cooperative Extension Service 
Budget in the amount of $46,616.00 and it was seconded by Rep. LeBrun 
and the delegation so voted. 


Rep. Wiggins moved for approval of Special Grants as follows: $19,000 - 
Homemaker; County Engineer, $23,080 which included a 6% pay raise; 
Soil Conservation Clerk $2,000.00; Counseling Center, $25,000.00, Rehab- 
ilitation Center, $4,000.00; making a total of $73,080.00 and it was 
seconded by Rep. D’Amante and the delegation so voted. 


Rep. Scott moved that the budget for debt service be $265,636.25 and it was 
seconded by Rep. Townsend. Mr. Woodhull called attention to the amount 
of interest, stating that it would not be adequate for the year. The Finance 
Committee will have to take a look at this when it meets in July; and the 
delegation so voted. 


Rep. Desnoyer moved that the amount of $4,100.00 of Revenue Sharing 
Funds be spent for Equipment for the Courthouse and it was seconded by 
Rep. Brodeur and the delegation so voted. The Courthouse wind break was 
discussed and Rep. Desnoyer said money for it was in the first amount 
raised. 


Rep. Desnoyer moved that the amount of $289,919.78 be spent from 
Revenue Sharing. This amount included the following expenditures: New 
equipment for Hospital - $12,368.15; Operation of County Hospital Plant - 
$8,058.00; County Farm - $30,400.00; Courthouse renovations - 
$72,000.00; Correctional Facility - $167,093.63 for a total of $289,919.78, 
and it was seconded by Rep. D’Amante and the delegation so voted. 


Mr. Ahern said that we needed to raise an additional $5,280.00 to bring 
power to the building site as it was not included in the bids for the con- 
tractors and that we authorize the County Commissioners to borrow an 
amount of $65,280.00 instead of the $60,000.00 previously authorized. This 
addition was moved for approval by Rep. Desnoyer and seconded by Rep. 
Townsend and the delegation so voted. 


Rep. Palmer moved that the County Budget for the ensuing year be 
$2,912,135.00 and it was seconded by Rep. Wiggins and the delegation so 
voted. 


Rep. Palmer moved that the County income be set at $1,967,682.68 for 
1977 and it was seconded by Rep. Wiggins and the delegation so voted. 
This left an amount of $944,452.32 to be raised by county taxes. 


The delegation moved to extend congratulations to the County Commis- 
sioners and to Mr. & Mrs. Ahern for a job well done. 


Rep. Barrus moved that the delegation adjourn at 2:50 o’clock in the 
afternoon and it was seconded by Rep. Wiggins.

Register of Deeds salaries came under discussion and it was voted to senda 
polite note to Zella LaForge reminding her of the amount voted by the 
delegation. 


Under Superior Court the item #4180.40-Jury payroll-showed a small 
balance and the Clerk of Court showed us a bill to Hillsborough County in the 
amount of $2,925.84 and bus fare for $300.00 which should be enough for fall 
term of court. 


There was a lengthy discussion concerning the reports the Clerk of Court 
gave the Finance Committee and it was voted to have two account numbers 
which would enable us to follow the finances of the Clerk of Court. We hada 
question on interest payments and it will be made up over all by additional 
income. 


Over all the Committee congratulates all department heads and the County 
Commissioners for ajob well done in a difficult time and the County budget is 
in good shape.

In accordance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire, the 
Commissioners of Sullivan County herewith submit their annual report for 
the year 1977: 


1977 was the year that two problem areas which have been needing 
attention for several years, were finally voted. Namely, the building of a new 
Jail and House of Correction. The jail will no longer be crowded in the 
basement of our nursing hospital. The second was the renovation of the 
Superior Court facilities, located in the Court House and Town Hall complex 
in Newport. These two accomplishments have to be seen in order to be 
appreciated. The officials are very proud of both. 


Sullivan County continues to be involved with the Manpower program 
which has helped, not only the unemployed to obtain employment, but also 
helped our communities by keeping many citizens off welfare rolls. Much 
credit for this successful operation goes to Director David Osgood, his staff 
and the State officials in Concord. 


Inflation has been a problem that has received a lot of attention from all 
county officials. The Commissioners have been fortunate to have kept the 
best of services in all departments without calling for increasing the taxes 
from our communities. The surplus this year was $138,991.35. 


In this yearly report booklet you will find reports written by administrators 
of each department. Please read them and if you would like to contact any one 
of them for further explanation, please do so. 


The Commissioners publicly thank all their dedicated officials and 
employees for their assistance and cooperation toward their best interest and 
involvement in good county government. 


We continue to extend our invitation to all citizens to visit any office of the 
County and inspect any and all departments. The patients in the hospital 
would love to have you stop in and visit them. To insure personal attention, a 
phone call stating your desires would be appreciated, but not necessary.

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In accordance with the Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of New 
Hampshire I submit my report as County Attorney for the year, 1977. 


The number of indictments presented to the Grand Juries in Sullivan 
County have averaged between 120 to 140 per year for the past three years. 
The number of misdemeanor appeals also is heavy and increase each year. 
Also, during the September Term of Superior Court, there were nine 
Habitual Offender Petitions presented to the court for its action. In addition 
my office processed approximately 100 Reciprocal Support Petitions in 1977. 


We are now being confronted by persons asking that a Habitual Offender 
Petition be dismissed because the defendant did not “knowingly make an 
intelligent plea of guilt and waiver of counsel” to a driving while intoxicated 
charge in some lesser court two or three years previous. This is done in hopes 
the Superior Court might dismiss the Habitual Offender Petition which, in 
part, was based on that particular conviction. 


The burden has been placed on the State to prove such guilty plea and, in 
some cases, waiver of counsel was intelligently made. This situation the State 
finds itself in is ridiculous in that the arresting officer may have retired, moved 
to another state or just not be in police work any longer and in many cases, 
after a guilty plea, police reports may be thrown away after a year. I feel it is 
time our Legislature should enact ligislation setting a time limit within which 
a defendant could raise the issue of “intelligent waiver”. 


How can a Judge who handles as many as 4,000 cases a year be expected to 
remember what he informed or discussed with a defendant three years 
previously and what that defendant’s response was? 


It appears that before long our District Courts will either be forced to 
employ full time court reporters as do the Superior Courts or, in the 
alternative, tape each court session in its entirety, in addition to having waiver 
of counsel forms signed by defendants. It has reached the point now where 
some Judges inquire of a defendant whether he can read and write, what his 
educational background is and ask them to recite the rights they are giving up 
by pleading guilty to a particular charge. This procedure is followed, even 
though the defendant is represented by an attorney. 


You can well imagine the problem a County Attorney would have trying a 
case which is two or three years old, in trying to round up witnesses and to 
overcome the question in a jurors mind as to why a person who had 
committed a crime three years earlier was finally getting around to haveing his 
day in court and the County Attorney would not be allowed to inform the jury 
the defendant had plead guilty to this particular offense three years 
previously, been sentenced and perhaps fined and had now decided he wanted 
a trial. There would be an excellent probability the State would be unable to 
locate its witnesses and would have to either nol prosse the matter or the court 
would dismiss it as the State would not be able to go forward in presenting its 
case without witnesses. 
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I believe a defendant is entitled to use every constitutional guarantee 
available to him, at the time of his arrest and trial, but do not believe he is 
entitled to retract a guilty plea he made two or three years previously. 


It does seem the State should have some “right” to assume that once a guilty 
plea is made and a waiver form signed that such could not be attacked two or 
three years later.

The year 1977 was the busiest one I have had during my eleven years in 
office. 


Transporting increased greatly. One reason being new laws making it 
mandatory that sentenced prisoners be brought before the sentencing judge 
for areview of sentence after serving so many months in jail. The total number 
of prisoners transported was 397 and this figure does not include transporting 
prisoners to doctors’ offices or transporting other than prisoners to the New 
Hampshire Hospital, VA Hospital and the Mental Health Clinic. This last 
year trips transporting ranged from Georgia to Florida and all the New 
England States. 


Service of civil process totaled 1,050 services making it possible for us to 
turn over to the County better than $8,700 in mileage and fees. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank all agencies, county and local, 
that I have worked with and received such wonderful cooperation.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


The year of 1977 has been one of the most challenging years of our 
administration requiring much determination and persistant efforts to 
accomplish our goals. However, as the year came to a close we found that 
despite the many problems it has been a year of growth and many 
accomplishments. 

The first part of the year found us struggling to find a county physician - 
someone who would settle in our area and provide medical coverage for the 
county facility. After a number of very trying months we were able to locate 
and obtain the services of Dr. Robert MacDonald of Jamestown, New York 
who was willing to move to our area and provide the medical services required 
for the County Nursing Hospital. We are most fortunate as Dr. MacDonald is 
a geriatrician - a specialist in the care of the elderly and long term illnesses. 


During the year Mrs. Lucile Waldo, R.N., our Director of Nusring 
Services, resigned. We were very sorry to lose her as she made a real and 
lasting contribution to patient care in our county facility. We want to express 
our thanks and appreciation to her for her fifteen (15) years of dedicated and 
loyal service. Mrs. Elizabeth A. Mettler, R.N., from Lebanon, NH, a well 
qualified R.N. has been hired to replace Mrs. Waldo as Director of Nursing 
Services and we welcome her to our staff. 


The County Nursing Hospital has been operating at capacity with a very 
lengthy waiting list making it very difficult for county residents needing 
nursing care to secure admission. In the near future some consideration 
should be given to develop other services to relieve the pressure for longterm 
beds. 

Our farm program is steadily improving - the production of milk increased 
resulting in added financial return. The farm produced many fresh vegetables 
as well as a large amount of beef which was consumed by the facility. 

This year, with the help of Federal Ceta Funds and the cooperation of the 
county forester, we carried on a forestry project and developed a forestry 
laboratory which will be beneficial to our schools, land owners, and farmers 
for forestry education purposes. This multi-purpose project is a fine place to 
visit and enjoy the outdoors. 

The House of Correction and Jail population has been higher than usual 
and the average age confined is getting younger - alcohol playing a major role 
in the reason for confinement. 

Early in the year construction was started on a new correctional facility. 
Good progress has been made and it should be ready for occupancy by the 
first of March, 1978. We hope that with the new facility programs will be 
developed that will assist in preventing some of the recidivism. 

At this time we would like to thank the County Commissioners and all 
County personnel for their cooperation and support - Dr. MacDonald and 
Mrs. E. Mettler, R.N. and all our staff for their continuous service and loyalty 
- volunteers, organizations, and individuals who have been so generous in 
providing entertainment, gifts, etc. It is through the efforts of the many people 
working together that the county facility has been able to serve our 
community.

PHYSICIAN’S REPORT 


The year of 1977 was a year of change in the health care program at the 
County Home and Correctional Facility. In the Spring of the year the 
Commissioners appointed a new County Physician upon the 
recommendation of the Superintendent, who would provide care ona regular 
basis to all of the Residents and to those in the Correctional Facility. For the 
first time the elderly would be cared for by a Geriatrician - a medical specialist 
in the care of the elderly. The Geriatrician - Medical Director would establish 
new programs and continuity of care working as a member of the health team 
which includes Administration, Nursing and the County represented by the 
County Commissioners. 


New concepts of care have already been initiated and many more are inthe 
planning stages. Concepts such as increased usage of the various 
rehabilitative modalities, decreased use of medication, improvement in the 
way that food is prepared and presented, more freedoms for residents in an 
institutional setting are being stressed at the Home. 


As an outsider I can say that the methods of care being used at Sullivan 
County are consistent with the best forms of Geriatric care being employed 
across this country. This can only be the result of the skills and abilities of the 
Administrative leadership here. Mr. and Mrs. Ahern and Mrs. Lucile Waldo 
show to me by what I see that they have been ahead of their time in their ideas. 
All of us will miss Mrs. Waldo who retired this year as Director of Nursing 
Services after many years. Luckily the Aherns will stay on. 


Weare pleased to say also that Mrs. Elizabeth Mettler, R.N., who came to 
replace Mrs. Waldo has already established herself, in our opinion, as an 
outstanding Director of Nurses. We wish her well in her new position. 

Also in 1977 we have increased our Physical Therapy capability and now 
are fortunate in having a full-time Occupational Therapist with us. 

New programs that will prove to be of major significance to the County will 
be that of Adult Day Care and Respite Care scheduled for this year. We have 
been talking with the Commissioners already about further alternatives to 
institutional care for the future and we hope to both anticipate and handle the 
needs of the County as they arise. Better care means longer waiting lists for the 
County home and we must plan for the future. A new procedure for handling 
the health care needs of the new Correctional Facility will be instituted and 
the County may rest assured that the proper care will be made available to all. 

Finally, I cannot fail to mention what a pleasure it has been to work with 
the County Commissioners. They have always been interested in helping me 
in any way they could to handle health care in this very sophisticated facility - 
the Sullivan County Home. I look forward to a continuing fine working 
arrangement with all of the people at Sullivan County Home. To all the staff - 
keep up the dedicated and the outstanding work that you do.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 71-A, Section 20, of the 
Revised Statutes Annotated, an examination and audit of the accounts and 
records of Sullivan County for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1976, was 
made by this Division. Submitted herewith is the report of this audit. Exhibits 
as hereafter listed are included as part of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 
Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and records of the 
County Commissioners, County Treasurer, County Institutions and Clerk of 


Superior Court. The accounts relating to cash with Fiscal Agent was not 
available for audit. 


FINANCIAL INFORMATION 
Revenue Accounts: (General Fund)

Comparative Balance Sheets - General Fund - as of December 31, 1975 and 
December 31, 1976, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, the 
Current Surplus of the County increased from $156,833 to $184,717 during 
the fiscal year ended December 31, 1976.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all county officials charged with the custody, 
receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined and audited in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly 
included such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing 
procedures as were considered necessary in the circumstances, with the 
exception that we did not observe the taking of inventories nor confirm the 
accounts receivable of the County Home and Farm. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is again recommended that serious consideration be given to the 
feasibility of adopting a machine accounting system for recording and 
processing the financial affairs of the County. In addition to stabilizing ever 
increasing clerical costs, this method of record keeping provides information 
much sooner than possible by manual methods, and with a minimum of 
duplication. It would also facilitate the implementation of the existing system 
of County accounting. 


CONCLUSION 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 71-A, Section 21, of the 
Revised Statutes Annotated, the auditors’ summary of findings and 
recommendations (letter of transmittal) shall be published in the next annual 
report of the County. This letter, therefore, must be published in its entirety, 
but the publication of the Exhibits included in this report is optional.
